PECULIAR RELIGIOUS CEREMONY ENACTED

Members of Several Tribes Join
the Strangely Wierd Dance that

Led Up to the FPlne
Hidge War,
A foot race, participated In by twenty-

four of the swiftest runners of the Indiun
congrens, and o ghost dance In which Afty
men and women from the Apache, Chey-
enne, Wichita and Sioux tribes joined, were
the attractions at the Indian village yes-
terday afternoon. Nelther of these features
has been presented belore and they made
a pleasjng variation to the sham buttles
which have been enjoyed by so many during
the last three weeks, They represented two
uew and distinct phases of the Indiana’ Fife.
The one showed him in his natural and
native sport, the other in his religious
ceramonial. The arrangements for both of
these exhibitions of the Indian at peace
were In charge of Prof. James Mooney, the
government ethnological expert, who has
svent the last twelve years among the In-
dians and especlally among the Arapahoes,

Owing to the small space In the enclosure
the track for the foot race was lmited Lo
100 yards. This distance was determined
upon as an experiment and was not expected
to develop the guality for which the Indian
In most famed-—endurance. The Pueblos,
Apaches, Navajoes and other tribes of the
extreme southwest are long distance run-
ners and can follow a tralf for hour after
hour without dlminishing their speed. The
Wiehitns bave a religious festival every
veur In which foot races for a distance of
one or two miles form a part and the men-
bers of this tribe are tralned especially for
this distance, The tribes of the plains are
horsemen and. although they have a fow
runpers, are not swift on thelr feet,

To bring these various competitors down
to a short distance was the difficulty ex-
perienced. But when the Sloux chief, His
Horse Looking, called the competitors to the
ptart twenty-four well-musecled, trim-limbed
hraves answered the blast of the bugle.
They were divided Into three groups of
elght competitors each, each group to run
one heat and the three winners to appear
in the finul. The three heats were wel
contested, the firat going to 8am, a Chirlea-
hua Apache, the second to a Crow and third
to a Bloux. After a short rest the three
winnoers toed the mark for the champlonship
of the congress, Eieh wus bare-headoed,
hare-footed and bare-legged, The Apache
wore & white, the Crow a red and the
Stoux a black shirt, The shot was fired,
away sped the Crow and the Sloux, leaving
Sam, the Apache, stunding at the post. The
rod-shirted Crow won by a fool, Sam
wanted the race run over, claiming that
the start was not falr, But they refused
to go Into another heat. Bo the question of
champlonship was left to be debated around
the fAres In the tepees,

Ghost Dance Comes On.

Just as the shadows were beginning to
lengthen ncross the clearing in the center of
the village the men and women of the con-
gress trooped oui from their wigwams to
Kive 4 rendition of the famous Indiap re-
liglous coremonlal—the ghost dance.

Then the
Cheyennes Joined in, humming the tune but
not the words., The volume of sound In-
creased and the sldelong steps beat the
ground more firmly. They stopped and the
Wichitas and Sioux began the welrd stralns
again with other words in which the whole
cirele joined, Their bodies began to sway in
time to thelr volees, lifting a prayver to the
great father, while cries of lamentalion
broke in on the monotonous strajn.

Hypnotizers Begin Work,

Then three medicine men of the tribes
biroke from the chain and with bodies hent
nlmost to the ground began to wheel around
the lnner ¢lrele, waving thelr white hand-
kerchiefs in the faceds of the dancers. Hound
and round they went as the music changed
from lamentation to 4 frenzied song that
indicated the mesmeric spell Induced by the
rhythm of thelr own motion and the Incanta-
tions of the medicine men. Finally, two of
the women dropped thelr hands to thelr sides
and drembling to the fluger Lips
lato the center of Lhe ring, their eyves fol-
lowing the medicine men they
around them In search of subjects
